The 
presence of benign (not dangerous) or malignant 
(dangerous) disease was established by patho­ 
logical ex amination or by clinical observation in 
216 patients with diseases of the esophagus, stom­ 
ach, pancreas, duodenum and colon. These dis­ 
eases were fourtd in the first place in almost all 
the patients either by X-ray or by close ex amina­ 
tion of the lining of the intestine by an instrument 
inserted for this purpose. With the aid of cytology, 
these research physicians wrere able to distin­ 
guish between the benign and the malignant con­ 
ditions in 91 per cent of these patients. 
What did they find? Of the 196 patients (that 
is 91 per cefit of the 216 mentioned above) 93 
had malignant conditions and the correct diag­ 
nosis was made in 76 (81 per cent) wrhile the 
remaining 17 cases of cancer were not found out 
by cytology. 
Of these 196 patients, 123 were found to have 
benign conditions present and of these 123, 120 
were diagnosed correctly by cell ex amination. 
Mistake was made in only three cases w'hich were 
thought to be malignant but were really benign. 
These were the only false diagnosis in the entire 
series. 
When all the methods for making a diagnosis

“ I told him I coumn’t do any thing,” she say s, quite frankly . But 
they made her a gal Friday for Paul Dix on, who was pioneering the 
business of pantomiming records. She started pantomiming herself, 
and one pantomime led to another, and now she has her own show 
ov er ABC-TV, plus a local Cincinnati show. She still operates in 
Cincinnati and is v ery happy there.

She sports a big diamond ring (“ I gav e it to m y self on 
my 21st birthday ) and a fancy gold bracelet (“ That’s just a copy — 
cost $2) and generally is enjoy ing the fruits of her reluctant star­ 
dom. 
“ On an impulse,” she said, “ I just bought a mink coat.’* 
Stardom is nice— if y ou’re the impulsiv e ty pe.
